THE TEXTURE OF PINE CONES and pine cone petals gives just the right look to this 
symbol of our nation. The full cone body lends added dimension to the eagle. 


Pine Cone Eagle 


The natural shading and contour © 

of pine cones and their petals make 
them the perfect material for our 
nation’s symbol — the eagle. This 
plaque is a sure winner in a den, 
living room, or boy’s bedroom for the 
Bicentennial year. 


Gather these materials before starting 
the plaque: corrugated cardboard (10” 
x 24”), a cardboard roll from kitchen 
wrap, fine wire (about 26 gauge), col- 
ored paper, pliers, white glue, masking 
tape, and a picture hanger. You'll also 
need pine cones in assorted sizes: two 
1” long, one 2” long, about 10 that are 
3” long, and one 4” long. 

Draw the outline of the eagle, as 
shown, on corrugated cardboard, and 
cut it out for a backing. 

The body is a large pine cone, about 
4” long, with the wide end at the top. 
Wrap a piece of wire around the cone 
near each end, as shown. Punch holes in 
the backing and thread the wire through 
the holes. Then, twist the wires together 
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at the back, fastening the body securely 
to the backing. (The wires are shown 
away from the backing for clarity. When 
fastened, the wires are actually between 
the petals and not visible.) Tape the 
wires on the back to cover the ends and 
hold them in place. 

For the head, use a 2” pine cone. 
Wrap a piece of wire around the head, 
and twist it a few times, as shown. For 
the neck, cut a slice, %4” long, from a 
cardboard roll from kitchen wrap. Slide 
the cardboard roll onto the wire. Wind 
the ends of the wire around the top of 
the body to secure the head; trim excess 
wire with ktichen shears. 

The legs are two 1” long pine cones. 
To attach each leg, wrap a piece of wire 
around one of the petals of the body 
and then twist it around the small pine 
cone. Trim any excess wire. 

To cover the wings and tail, you'll 
need the petals from 10 medium (3”) 
pine cones. To remove the petals, use 
pliers to pull them off, starting at the 
wide end of the cone. Sort the petals by 
size into about 3 or 4 piles. 


Glue the smallest petals on the neck, 
allowing only the light-colored tips to 
show. Work in rows, starting at the bot- 
tom and working up. Trim the petals 
along the top edge of the neck. Next, 
glue small petals on the bottom of the 
wings and tail. Work upward, row by 
row, adding petals in larger and larger 


sizes. Fill in the entire tail and the 
wings, except for the shaded areas, 
shown along the top. Glue the largest 
petals in these areas, trimming them to 
fit along the top edges. 

Use the actual-size patterns for cut- 
ting the eye, beak and feet from colored 
paper; glue them in place.

Decoupage 


Create a variety of decorations 

on heavy cardboard, wood or glass 
with leaves — use both green 

and richly colored autumn leaves. 


To make lasting decorations, pick a 
variety of leaves right from the tree — 
fallen leaves are too dry to press flat. 
Then, round up some facial tissue and 
waxed paper, colored paper or magazine 
pictures, white glue and shellac. You’ll 
be able to create an assortment of pic- 
tures and novelties for any room. 

To press the leaves, place them be- 
tween two layers of facial tissue; then 
place a sheet of waxed paper on each 
side. Place heavy books on top and let 
them stand for about five days so they 
dry out-thoroughly. 

Paint the backing for your leaf decou- 
page if you wish. Then plan your design, 
adding flowers, fruits or birds cut from 
colored paper or from magazines. Glue 
the leaves and cutouts onto the backing. 
When thoroughly dry, protect the fin- 
ished arrangement with a coat of shel- 
lac, clear plastic spray, or a sheet of 
clear adhesive-batked paper. 
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George Giraffe 


A zoo favorite will also be a house: 
favorite when he’s made in the form of 
a cuddly doll. Kids of all ages 

will adore him. Hed also make a good 
item for your next bazaar. 


Fabric, felt, old nylons or other suit- 
able stuffing, pipe cleaners and two 1” 
yarn pompons (or balls from ball fringe) 
are all you need to make this winsome, 
beguiling giraffe. 

First, enlarge the drawing to make pa- 
per patterns of all the pieces. To make 
the paper patterns, mark off a sheet of 


paper into 1” squares. Then, copy what 
is in the drawing, square by square, onto 
the paper. Cut out the pattern pieces. 

From fabric, cut two pieces each for 
the body and the underbody. Cut one 
piece each for the top and bottom of 
the head. : 

From felt (or other fabric that 
doesn’t ravel), cut a strip, 1” x 7%”, for 
the mane, a 244” square for the tail trim, 
and 4%”, 1” and 1%” circles for spots 
(or, you may paint on spots later). Use 
your enlarged patterns to cut two nose 
circles; two white eye sections (dotted 
line); two black eye sections (solid line); 
two outer ear pieces (solid line) and two 
inner ear pieces (dotted line). 

Cut one long edge of the mane into 
narrow fringe to about 3/8” from the 
opposite edge. Cut one edge of the tail 
into fringe, cutting to about 4” from 
the opposite edge. Glue the sections for 
each eye together. Glue the sections for 
each ear together with a 3” pipe cleaner 
between, leaving about 2” of the pipe 
cleaner extending at the straight end. 

Wrap and glue the tail trim around 
one end of a 3” piece of pipe cleaner for 
the tail. For each of the giraffe’s horns, 
glue a yarn pompon over one end of a 
2%” piece of pipe cleaner. 

Fig. 1. All sewing is done right sides 
together, allowing 14” seams. Sew one 
underbody to each body piece all 
around the edge between dots A and B. 
_ Sew the top and bottom head pieces 
to one body piece — the top between 
dots E and F; the bottom between dots 
C and D. Baste the mane in position 
along the same body piece immediately 
in back of the top of head, as shown. 

Fig. 2. Sew the other edges of the top 
and bottom head pieces to the second 
body piece. 
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Sew the body pieces together be- 
tween dots B and C, D and E, and F and 
A, stitching the mane in place. 

Fig. 3. Sew the center seam on the 
underbodies together, leaving a 2” open- 
ing for turning and stuffing. 

Turn right side out and stuff. Sew the 
opening closed. 

Attach the ears, horns and tails by 
putting a little glue on the ends of the

pipe cleaners and pushing them in place 
through the fabric.

Make baskets, bowls, 
napkin rings, or just about 

anything you can think of from this 
dough-like clay. ¢ 


Bread dough art is fun and fascinating 
to do. Even kids can do it with a little 
supervision. Although the basic 
“dough” is nothing more than flour and 
salt, the baked items have the delicately 
browned look of bread that is fresh- 
from-the-oven. 

Before you begin, be sure that you 
have salt, flour, waxed paper, a rolling 
pin, kitchen foil, and assorted baking 
dishes to use for forms. You may add 
glycerin to your basic dough to help 
prevent cracks and bubbles. Glycerin is 
available at drug stores. 


Recipe for Basic Dough 


Mix together 1 cup of salt-and 4 cups 
of flour. Add 1% cups of water (plus “4 
cup of glycerin, if used) slowly to the 
flour and salt mixture, stirring with a 
spoon until well blended. 

Knead the dough with your hands for 
about 5 minutes, until it resembles 
bread dough. Place the dough in a plas- 
tic bag until you are ready to roll it out. 
The dough can be stored in the refrig-

erator for a couple of days. Knead re- 
frigerated dough before using. 


General Instructions 


Roll out the dough on a floured piece 
of waxed paper to 1/8” thick. Cut out 
parts for the objects with a knife ora 
cookie cutter. 

Cover the baking forms with foil for 
easy removal of the baked dough. To 
join pieces of dough, moisten them with 
water and press them together. . 

Shape the dough over the forms, and 
bake in a 350 degree oven for % to 2 
hours, depending on the thickness of 
the object being baked. The object will 
be very hard when it is completely 
baked. Allow to cool thoroughly. 

To seal the object, cover it inside and 
out with a coat of varnish or several 
coats of clear plastic spray. 


Woven Baked Basket 


Fill it with fruit for a striking center- 
piece, or use it to serve rolls and buns! 
Invert an 8” square baking pan and 
cover the outside with foil. Roll out the 
dough and cut 10 strips, %” x 12” long. 
Lay five strips across the top of the pa 
letting both ends of each strip extend 
down over the sides of the pan. Weave 
the remaining strips over and 
them, again leaving extending ends. 
PACK-O-FUN 
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Cut four more strips for the four 
sides of the dish, and weave these over 
and under the extending side strips. Use 
one strip for each side, attaching the 
next strip at the corners with water, as 
described above. . 

To make the twisted edging for the 
top of the basket, roll out pieces .of 
dough into two long rolls, about 1/8” in 
diameter. Twist the two rolls together 
and attach to the edges of the basket 
with water. Bake about 2 hours. Cool 
completely; then varnish. 


Baked Round Bowl 


Make these for snack dishes, or fill 
with a dried floral arrangement for an 
unusual accent! 

Invert a small, deep ovenproof mixing 
bowl and cover the outside with foil. 
Roll out the dough and cut a 10”’ circle, 
using a large mixing bowl as a guide. 
Place the dough circle over the bowl, 
pressing the dough to the sides. 

For the scalloped edge around the 
top of the bowl, roll small pieces of 
dough into balls the size of marbles, and 
attach to the edge of the bowl with wa- 
ter, flattening each ball. 

If you want to make designs on the 
bowl, make indentations with both the 
pointed and eraser ends of a pencil. 

Bake the bowl upright on a foil-cov- 
ered cookie sheet. This will insure a flat

bottom. Bake about one hour. Cool; 
then varnish. 


Baked Napkin Rings 


To make a form, cover a cardboard 
roll from kitchen wrap with foil. Roll 
out the dough and cut strips, 1” x 5%’. 
Wrap each strip around the roll, sealing 
the ends with water to form a ring. 

To make the bow on top of the nap- 
kin ring, fold a strip of dough, 1” x 
8%”, as shown, and tuck a small strip 
around the center, attaching with water. 
Then attach the bow to the ring with 
water. Bake about one hour. Cool; then 
varnish the napkin ring.

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Transfer Art Simplified ’ 


You can take a favorite picture 
from a magazine, or your favorite . 
patterned gift wrap, and make 
transfers from them to decorate 
items for your home. It’s as 

simple as A, B, C! 


The art of transferring pictures be- 
comes quite simple with this process. 
You can take a picture from any glossy, 
coated paper (such as from magazines 
and gift wrap paper) and make a trans- 
fer print from it. Then, glue the print to 
a backing, such as cardboard, a plate, or 
glass and use it anywhere. 

Here are a number of jdeas for using 
this process with plaster and spoon 
molds to make dome-shaped plaster 
pieces for decorations. Once started, 
you can create many other things, using 
molds of your choice. 


Making Transfer Prints 

A, Cut out the picture and place it, 
face up, on a piece of plastic wrap or 
foil. Then, brush on clear varnish (2 to 3 
coats) or acrylic varnish (5 coats). Let 
dry between coats. You could also use 
clear nail polish, pouring on just one 
coat (brush marks would show with the 
polish). Let the picture dry thoroughly 
before proceeding. 

B. Fill a pan with warm water and let 
the coated picture soak for about half 
an hour. Then, peel off the paper back- 
ing. The print will still have a thin coat- 
ing of paper on it. Carefully rub it off 
with your fingers. 

C. Remove the print from the water 
and ‘blot with paper towels. Let the 
print dry thoroughly. Then, apply the 
print to the surface you want with 
white glue. 
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Pretty Plaster Domes 

Making the Domes. For molds, you 
can use any kinds of spoons — plastic, 
metal or wooden — or you can use the 
rounded sections from plastic foam 
trays used as dividers in crates of fruit. 
Coat the mold with vegetable oil. 

Mix plaster to the consistency of 
thick cream. Fill the bow] of the spoon 
or tray section with the plaster. Prop 
the spoon handle so it is level. If you are 
going to be using the plaster mold for an 
individual wall hanging, insert the ends 
of a bent hairpin so the looped end ex- 
tends for a hanger. Let the plaster set 
thoroughly. 

Remove the domed piece from the 
mold. Sand the edges. Apply white glue 
to the dome and place the print on it, 
making sure the print is large enough to 
cover the dome entirely. Stretch the 
edges of the print to the back of the 
dome; trim off excess. Let dry. 

Ribbon Plaque. Make three domes 
using teaspoons. Glue decorative braid 
around the back edge of each dome.

Cut two pieces of ribbon, one 2” x 
16%”, and the other 2” x 8%”. Cut an 
inverted ‘“‘V” on one end of the long 
piece. Fold the two ends of the short 
piece to the center and glue. To make a 
bow, center the folded short piece 1” 
from the straight end of the long piece. 
Fold the end of the long piece down 
over the short piece, as shown. Then, 
fold again at the bottom of the short 
piece to complete the bow. Glue to hold 
in place. Sew a pop top ring to the back 
for a hanger. 


Glue the three domes, evenly spaced, 


along the ribbon. 
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INDIVIDUAL pieces 
for a pretty Lapel 
Pin (left) and fora - 
Paperweight (below). 


Lapel Pin. Glue decorative trim 
around the back edge of a small dome. 
Glue a piece of felt to the back, gluing 
just around the edges. Sew a safety pin 
to the felt. 

Paperweight. Make a dome using a 
large spoon (or fruit’ tray section). Ap- 
ply a coat of varnish to the underside. 

Individual Wall Arrangements. Ar- 
range an assortment of dome shapes 
(with hairpin hangers) on a wall. 

Decorative Plaque. Cut a piece of cor- 
rugated cardboard, 34%” x 4%”, for a 
backing. Cover it with burlap. Glue vari- 
ous sizes of domes to the backing. 
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Galleon 
in Metal 
Sculpture 


Here’s a low-cost way to achieve 
amazingly real-looking metal sculpture! 
To make the galleon, you need about 
four foil TV dinner trays (they are 
heavier foil than regular foil pans), per- 
manent felt markers, heavy-bodied craft 
glue, corrugated cardboard and wire 
coat hangers. Use wire cutters to cut the 
hangers for the pieces. 


Antiquing Process 

For the metal pieces, use the TV 
trays. To remove any printed indenta- 
tions, rub over the foil with a tongue 
depressor or back of a spoon. 

Cut out the shape you need from the 
tray. Color the entire front side with a 
black felt marker. Crumple the foil, 
then open it out and smooth out the 
wrinkles slightly. Crumple and smooth 
out the foil a few more times, creating 
different wrinkle patterns each time. 

Rub a green felt marker over the 
slightly raised parts of the wrinkled foil; 
the black color will rub off in some 
areas and be replaced by the green. 
Clean the marker on paper, as needed. 

Turn the foil over and flatten it with 
a tongue depressor. Crumple the foil 
again and smooth it slightly with your 
hands. With the foil face up, color the 
raised parts with orange felt marker. 
Turn the foil over and flatten thorough- 
ly with a tongue depressor; then shape 
the foil as needed, 


Galleon 
Cut a background, 15”’ square, from 
cardboard. Paint the background or cov- 
er it with fabric. Using the actual-size 


pattern, cut three hulls from corrugated 
cardboard, with the corrugations rum 
ning vertically (to insert masts and rig- 
ging). Glue the hulls together and then 
onto the background, 2” from the bot 
tom and 34” from the left edge. 

Draw guidelines lightly with pencil, as 
shown (top drawing, dotted lines). Fol- 
lowing the drawings, cut all the wire 
pieces from coat hangers (marked with 
“X’s’’). Glue the wire pieces in place as 
specified, gluing the ends of the masts, 
ladders and rigging in the hull (middle 
layer). Glue one end of the bowsprit in 
the front of the hull (top layer); glue 
the other end to the background. Glue 
%” wire pieces in the top layer of the 
hull for railings; add wire crossbars. 

Using the actual-size patterns, cut the 
following foil pieces: one A sail, two 
B’s, two C’s, one D, one back sail, and. 
three flags. Antique each piece. Cut @ 
hull from foil slightly larger than the 
pattern. Antique and glue in place. 

Curve the sails with your hands. Glue _ 
a B sail on the mizzenmast (back), an A. 
a C, anda D sail on the mainmast, and# _ 
B and a C sail on the foremast. Overlap 
the sails where necessary. Curve the 
back sail and flags with your fingers 
glue them in place. Add a hanger to the 
back of the plaque. rie

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Toothpick 
Jamboree 


A box of toothpicks, a little glue, 

plus some odds ’n’ ends, add up toa 
lot of fun for kids of all ages. 

Use any kind of toothpicks — wooden, 
plastic or colored — for these items. 


Toothpicks, toothpicks, who’s got 
the toothpicks? Find some, and you'll 
be set for hours of creative fun. Here are 
ideas to get you started. 

Use any kind of toothpicks. Just de- 
cide which ones would look best for the 
project you’re making. 

If you want, you can dye the wooden 
toothpicks with food coloring. To dye 
them, place three tablespoons of water 
and about 10 drops of food coloring in 
a margarine tub for each color you 
want. Put a handful of toothpicks in the 
mixture. Place the lid on the container 
and shake gently. Remove the tooth- 
picks and then place them on newspaper 
to dry thoroughly.

Lion Holder 


Here’s a cute little creature to hold 
change or trinkets on your dresser, or 
paper clips and rubber bands on your 
desk. To make him, you need a salt box, 
cardboard, paper and toothpicks. 

Cut off the top of the salt box. Using 
the drawing as a guide, make a paper 
pattern of the lion’s body. Tape the pat- 
tern around the salt box and cut out the 
box (shaded area) around it. Cut slits in 
the top of the body, as shown, to insert 
the head later. Bend the lion’s arms out 
and paint the body. Cover the outside 
of the body with toothpicks. 

From cardboard, cut a 5” circle for 
the head. Glue toothpicks around the 
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head for a mane. Using the actual-size 
pattern, cut the face from paper. Paint 
on features and details. Insert and glue 
the head into the slits in the body. 


Desert Picture 

Paint a piece of cardboard blue for 
the background. Glue on toothpicks for 
cacti. For the ground, glue on sand or 
pieces of sandpaper. Glue pieces of cot- 
ton to the sky for clouds. Think of 
other landscape scenes you can make 
with toothpicks plus other materials. 


Wall Note Pad 


A box from instant soup mix (or a 
similar container), toothpicks, a small 
pad of paper and a pencil, and presto! — 
an instant wall note pad. 

Use the box to hold the note pad. 
Cut a flapped section on the back of the 
box at the bottom, as shown. Bend the 
flap down and roll it into a tube under 
the box; glue to hold. The tube will 
hold the pencil. Paint the box. 

Glue a small pad of paper to the front 
of the box. Cover the remaining front 
and sides of the box with toothpicks. 
Cut a small hole in the back of the box

to slip it over a nail to hang near the 
telephone where it’s handy. 


Wishing Well Pencil Holder 
For the holder, use a half-pint milk 


carton, ice cream sticks, cardboard and ~ 


Cut the milk carton apart 
on the dotted line, as shown on the next 
page. Cut off the flap on the peaked

section; tape the cut edges together. Cut © 
a slit in each end of the peaked section, 
as shown, to fit an ice cream stick. Cut 
holes in the top of the peaked section 
(roof) to insert pencils later. 

For a support at each end of the 
wishing well, use an ice cream stick. 
Glue one end of each support inside the 
bottom section; glue the other end in 
the slit in the peaked section. Cover the 
ends of the peaked section with pieces 
of cardboard, cut to fit. Paint the wish- 
ing well, inside and out. 

Cover the wishing well with tooth- 
picks, in a design of your choice. Insert 
pencils and pens through the holes and 


’ into the well. 


Hedgehog Hors d’oeuvres Server 


He’s a natural for an hors d’oeuvres 
server — his spiny back of toothpicks 
will hold many tasty morsels. 


WISHING WELL PENCIL HOLDER 
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To make the hedgehog server, you 
need a round, quart plastic bottle, a dis- 
posable plastic cup (the kind used asa 
liner for a holder), newspaper, four 
small corks or plastic bottle caps, card- 
board, white glue, and toothpicks. 

For the hedgehog’s body, use the 
plastic bottle. Cut off the top of the 
bottle, cutting the edge into spiked tabs, 
as shown below. , 

Use the plastic cup for the head. 
Stuff the head with wads of newspaper, 
gluing them to hold. Bend the spiked 
tabs in on the body and glue the head 
over them. Tape to hold securely. Glue 
and tape the corks or bottle caps to the 
body for legs. 

Cover the entire hedgehog with over- 
lapped strips of newspaper, brushed on 
with a mixture of equal parts of white 
glue and water. Apply three coats of 
newspaper strips, giving the hedgehog a 
nice thick coat. 

Cut ears, as shown, from cardboard. 
Cut slits along the straight edge of each 
ear to make tabs. Bend the tabs and glue 
the ears in back of the head. - 

Using the point of a sharp knife, an 
ice pick, or a large needle, punch holes 
all over the hedgehog’s body to insert 
toothpicks later. Use the point of a 
knife or scissors to enlarge the holes. 

Paint the hedgehog, adding features. 
When dry, coat with varnish or clear 
plastic spray. Insert toothpicks with 
hors d’oeuvres in all the holes. 
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A GHOST to 
scare your guests. 


Favors 
from Clothespins 


Having a Halloween party? Then, be 
sure to make these be-witching favors. 
There’s no trick to making these treats! 

Clothespin figures have always been 
fun to make — and these Halloween 
characters carry on the tradition. 

To make each character, use a wood- 
en clothespin with a round head plus 
materials specified for details. The 
prongs of the clothespin fit over the side 
of a nut cup, filled with candies. 

Ghost. Paint the clothespin white. 
Paint on eyes and mouth. Glue two 
sleeves, cut from paper, to the body. 
Glue a paper sign saying, ‘““Boooo”’ be- 
tween the ends of the sleeves. 

Witch. Paint the rounded end of the 
clothespin for the head, adding features. 
For each arm, glue on a toothpick, 1%” 
long. Cut sleeves from crepe paper, as 
shown, and glue around the arms. 

Cut a piece of colored paper, as 
shown, for the hat crown. Roll into a 
cone and glue to a colored paper circle 
for the brim. Glue on hair made from 
fringed crepe paper. Glue the hat on the 
witch’s head. 

For her broom, glue fringed crepe pa- 
per around one end of a toothpick. Tie 
the crepe paper with thread, as pictured, 
and glue the broom to her hand. 

Scarecrow. Paint the rounded top for 
the head and the remaining clothespin | sLEEVE 
for the overalls and shirt. For each arm, 
glue on a flat toothpick, cut to 1%” 
long. Cover the arms with crepe paper 
sleeves, fringed at the wrists. Glue on 
fringed crepe paper for hair. Cut a piece 
of crepe paper for the hat, as shown; 
roll into a cone and glue to the head. 
Paint on features,

centerpiece, He's made from 
corn husks — the perfect fall scrap! 


The kids will be charmed by this 
smiling scarecrow, set in the middle of a 
Halloween party table. Actually, he can 
be used just about anytime. Also, you 
can enlarge upon the instructions to 
make a large scarecrow, to use as a 
standing decoration for a fall party. 

To make the scarecrow, you need 
dried corn husks, wire, a 22” foam ball; 
newspaper, fabric, old blue jeans, se- 
quins, crepe paper, a cardboard roll 
from a coat hanger, and colored paper. 

In addition, for the base and pump- 
kins, you need corrugated cardboard, 
wooden tongue depressors, ice cream 
sticks and pipe cleaners. 

Before using the dried corn husks, 
soak them in warm water for about 20 
minutes to make them pliable. Wipe off 
the excess water with paper towels. To 

paint the husks (for the scarecrow’s hair 
and the pumpkins), use spray paint, 
acrylics or tempera. When necessary, tie 
the husks together with thread. 


Scarecrow 
Head. For the head, wad newspaper 


By: into a 214” ball (or use a foam ball this 
size). To cover the head, overlap and tie 
the ends of four strips of corn husks, 


14” x 74”, together, as shown. Place 
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the tied ends on top of the head. Fan 
out the strips to cover the head and tie 
the ends together under the head, as 
shown. Fringe the ends of two strips. 

For hair, cut husks into fringe. Paint 
the hair and glue it into place. Glue pa- 
per features to the face. 

Arms. Cut a piece of flexible but 
sturdy wire (about 18 gauge), 10%” 
long. Glue wads of newspaper around 
the ends of the wire for padding. Wrap a 
piece of corn husk over each end and 
tie, as shown. Then, place four strips of 
husks, 1%” long, around each end. 
Fringe the strips and tie them in two 
places, as shown. 

Slip the center of the arms up be- 
tween the unfringed ends of the corn 
husks on the head; tie to hold, 

Legs. For each leg, use a piece of 
wire, 12” long. Twist one end of the 
two pieces together; insert and glue into 
the head. Cover the other ends for feet 
as you did the arms. 

Clothing. Following the drawing, cut 
a piece of fabric, folded in quarters, for 
the shirt (or, use a disposable cloth), 
Open out. With right sides together, sew 
the side seams (dotted lines). Cut an 
opening for the neck and slit the back, 
as indicated. Turn right side out, Fit the 
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shirt on the scarecrow, stuffing the arms 
with newspaper. Tie above the wrists 
and sew the back closed. : 

Cut two pieces for the overalls from 
old blue jeans, following the drawing. 
With right sides together, sew the seams 
(dotted lines). Slit between the legs. 
Turn right side out and sew on colorful 
fabric patches. Place the overalls on the 
scarecrow, stuffing the body and legs 
with shredded newspaper. Tie above the 
ankles. For straps, cut two strips of blue 
jeans, 5”’ long. Sew them to the overalls, 
crisscrossing at the back. Glue on se- 
quins (or circles of fabric) for buttons. 

For the hat, cut crepe paper, as 
shown. Overlap and glue the ends to 
make a cone. Stretch the edge of the hat 
with your fingers. Glue the hat on the 
head. Make a hatband from jeans. 


Base 


For the base, glue two 16” circles of 
corrugated cardboard together. Cover

the edges with tape. Make a hole in the 
center to insert and glue a cardboard 
roll, cut to 12” long. Slip the scarecrow 
onto the roll through his straps. 

For a fence, make slits #2” from the 
edge to insert and glue tongue depres- 
sors for the uprights. Glue ice cream 
sticks between the uprights for cross- 
bars. Paint the base and fence. 


Corn Stalks and Pumpkins 


Corn Stalk. To make a corn stalk, 
simply tie a bunch of husks together 
and fringe both ends. 

Pumpkins. For a small pumpkin, wad 
newspaper into a 14” ball (or use a 
foam ball this size). Wrap husks, 2” 
wide, argund the ball, gathering the 
ends together at the top to form the 
stem. Paint the pumpkin and stem. 

For a large pumpkin, use a 2” ball. 
Wrap husks, %” wide, around the ball, 
pinning the ends flat. Insert a pipe 
cleaner stem. Paint the pumpkin.

Giant spooks will greet your friends 
and scare them even more! 


All sizes of grocery bags, flat-type 
department store bags (about 20” x 
24”), newspaper, and some string — 
that’s all you need to make fun and 
spooky giant characters for Halloween. 

The newspaper is used for stuffing. 
Tear the newspaper into quarter-page 
pieces-and crush it to make the stuffing. 

To join the parts for the characters, 
use glue and tape, string or paper fasten- 
ers. Paint them as you want. 

Features can be cut from paper or 
painted on. You can even use nut cups, 
paper cups or pipe cleaners for features. 
Hair is paper or paper bags, cut into 
fringe; you can also use yarn. 


Cat 

For the cat, use a department store 
bag. Stuff one corner and tie for the 
neck. Stuff the remaining bag for the 
body, tieing the open end closed. Use 
your hands to shape the body. 

For each pair of legs, cut a smaller 
grocery bag in half, lengthwise. Attach 
the open end to the body. Twist the 
bottom end for the foot. For the tail, 
cut a large grocery bag in half length- 
wise. Crush and twist one half; attach 
the open end to the body. Add paper 
ears. Attach string for hanging. 


Spider 
For the spider, use a department 
store bag. Stuff one corner and tie for 
the neck. Stuff the remaining part of 
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the bag and tie closed. Use your hands 
to shape the body. For each leg, twist 
half of a large grocery bag. Attach the 
legs to the body. Add eyes. 


Bat 


For the head and body, invert a 
smaller grocery bag. Cut the bottom 
edge into tabs. Stuff; then glue the tabs 
over the bottom to cover the opening. 

For the wings, slit the sides of a de- 
partment store bag and spread the bag 
out. Attach the center to the back of 
the bat; cut the edges of the wings, as 
pictured. Add feet, cut from bags. 


Witch 

Halloween would not be Halloween 
without a witch. A department store 
bag makes her body. Large grocery bags 
are used for her legs and smaller ones 
for her arms and head. Her hat is a small 
bag glued to a cardboard brim. 

Invert the bag for her body and fill 
the top with newspaper. Tie for the 
waist with string, letting the bottom 
flare out for a skirt. 

Cut a large grocery bag in half, 
lengthwise, for her legs. Fold each leg to 
the desired width and glue it to the in- 
ner back of the skirt. Crush the leg at 
the knee and ankle. Cut a piece of pa- 
per, as shown, for each foot. Fold in 
half (dotted line) and glue over leg. 

Crush and twist the bag for each arm. 
Attach the open end to the shoulder. 
For the head, invert and stuff the bag. 
Tie the bottom closed, spreading the 
edges to attach to the body. 
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TABS ON BRIM 


A WITCH 


For the crown of her hat, cut off the 
bottom of the bag and tie the cut edges 
together to make a point. Crush the bag. 
Cut a brim from cardboard, cutting out 
the center to make tabs, as shown. Bend 
the tabs up. Spread the bottom of the 
crown to glue over the tabs. 


Tie a string to the top of the head 
and bring it up through the hat to hang.

October is Fire Prevention Month, 
and the slogan this year is ‘‘Learn Not 
to Burn.” You can help the children in 
your classroom, group or at home do 
this with a simple and fun game. 

Hang the game on the wail. As prizes, 
make fire helmets. To make the game 
and helmets, you need cardboard, gela- 
tin or pudding boxes, string, a paper 
_ ¢lip, cellophane, foil, colored paper, a 

paper fastener, and a foil pan. 


Fire Engine Game 


For a board for the game, use a piece 
of heavy cardboard, about 40” wide and

high enough to allow about 2” of space 
for each child. (If your group is large, 
you might prefer to make more than 
one backing.) 

Glue a fire station on one end of the 
board and a house on the opposite end, 
as pictured. Make the buildings from 
gelatin or pudding boxes, painting and 
decorating them appropriately. Make a 
roof for the house from the corner of 
another box. Cut a hole in the roof and 
insert flames made from pieces of alumi- 
num foil and cellophane. 

Using the actual-size pattern, cut a 
fire engine for each child from card- 


ACTUAL-SIZE FIRE ENGINE 
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board. Paint the engine, adding the 
child’s name. Cut three holes, as shown 
on the pattern, in the engine. Make a 
hole in each end of the board between 
the buildings. 

Thread the fire engine on a piece of 
string, about 32” long, through holes 1 
and 2 on the engine. Thread the string 
from the underside of the engine. Insert 
the ends of the string through the holes 
in the board, pull taut, and knot on the 
underside (taping to help hold the ends 
in place). 

Now, take a second string, about 36” 
long. Tie one end of this string through 
the hole in the front of the engine (3). 
To attach the other end of the string, 
insert a paper clip through a slit made in 
the board next to the hole at the right 
end. Using pliers, bend half the paper 
clip flat against the underside and tape 
to hold, the other half of the paper clip 
sticks out straight from the board on 


’ the front. 


Thread the free end of the second 
string through the paper clip. Now, just 
pull this string to move the fire engine 
from the station end toward the house. 
Mark spaces along the top of the board 
for moving the engines along; make as 
many spaces as you want. For his engine 
to proceed one space, a child must learn 
a fire safety rule. Obtain a list of the 
safety rules from your local fire station. 

The first child who moves his engine 
all the way to the house is the winner, 
You can continue the game until all the 
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children learn the rules. You can award 
as many fire helmet prizes as you want. 


Fire Helmet Prize 


For each helmet, cut eight triangles, 
6%” high and 4'%”’ wide at the base, 
from colored paper. Overlap the top 
points and join them with a paper fast- 
ener. Make a cardboard band to fit 
loosely around the head; staple the tri- 
angle sections evenly around the band. 

For the brim, cut a piece of colored 
paper or light weight cardboard, 9” x 
12”. Round the corners, as shown. 
About 4” from the wide end (back) of 
the brim, draw two circles, one the size 
of the crown and another 1’’ smaller. 
Cut out the inner circle; slit for tabs 
from the inner to the outer circle. Bend 
the tabs up and glue them around the 
inside of the crown. 

Roll the back of the brim overa table 
edge to shape the dip in the helmet. 
Glue a badge, cut from a foil pan, to the 
front of the crown.

Uncle Sam‘s Hat Drum 


A large can, such as a 2-pound coffee 
can, makes a great drum. You’ll also 


UNCLE SAM'S HAT DRUM 
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need a large balloon, ordinary paper, 
rubber bands and cardboard. 

To cover the top of the-can, slit the 
balloon and stretch it over the top, 
holding it in place with rubber bands. If 
you don’t have a balloon, use paper. 
Draw the outline of the rim of the can 
on the paper, adding 1”’ tabs on the out- 
side of the circle all around as shown. 
Cut it out. Place it over the can, taping 
the tabs to the sides. 

Glue on paper or cardboard to cover 
the sides of the can. Glue a large card- 
board circle to the bottom for the brim 
of the hat. Decorate the hat with stars 
and stripes. For each drumstick, use the 
eraser end of a pencil, or glue a thread 
spool on a pencil. 


Hummer 
This is the instrument that carries the 
tune! A cardboard roll from kitchen 
wrap, tissue and a rubber band are all 
that’s required to make it. Cut the roll 
to 8” long. Decorate it with stars and 
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AN EAGLE SCRAPER, a Rattle, and a Star Cymbal complete the band. Put them all together 
and you'll have a unique orchestra to parade for any event this year. 


stripes (use tape for the stripes instead 
of painting them, if you wish). 

Cut a 4” circle of tissue paper to cov- 
er one end of the roll; slip a rubber band 
over the tissue paper to hold it in place. 

To play the hummer, the musician 
hums the tune through the open end of 
the tube. 


Sanders 


Simply nail coarse sandpaper around 
two wood blocks, and rub together in 
time to the music. 


Liberty Bell Chimes 


All you need are heavy cardboard, 
string, and assorted pieces of hardware, 
keys, bells and old silverware. 

Cut a large Liberty Bell from card- 
board and make holes along the bottom. 
With string, tie on hardware and bells. 
To play the chimes, shake the bell or 
strike the hardware with a drumstick. 


Scraper Eagle 


With corrugated cardboard and some 
ice cream sticks, you can make a unique 
instrument! Cut out a cardboard eagle. 
Then glue ice cream sticks to the bot- 
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tom of the wings, as pictured, so that 
half of each stick extends below the 
edge. Reinforce with masking tape. 
Paint the eagle, and use another stick to 
“serape”’ across the sticks. 


Rattle 


A handful of dried beans and two 
pulp fruit trays are all you need to make 
this quickie! Place the beans in one tray 
and tape the other on top. Decorate the 
rattle. (Large size spice boxes or foil pot 
pie pans work well, too.) 


Star Cymbal 


Use a foil pizza pan for the star, plus 
a 3%” lid from a tin can, some string, 
and a hammer and nail. 

Make a paper pattern of an 11” star; 
tape it to the foil pan, and cut out the 
foil star. Punch two holes near the sides 
of one point, as pictured, and hang the 
star 2” below a pencil with strings. 

With a hammer and nail, make two 
holes in the center of the tin can lid, 
and two corresponding holes in the cen- 
ter of the star. Tie the lid to the star. 
Use a drumstick (see instructions under 
Drum) to play the cymbal. 
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Colonial 
Box Costumes 


A parade of colonial characters will 
add a festive note on Halloween. To 
make it a real parade, the characters can 
play the “Scrap-craft Colonial Band” in- 
struments, found on page 28. 

With a little paint and a few details 
added, those large cardboard cartons 
can quickly be costumes for the kids on 
Halloween. Use cartons that are about 
21” square and tall enough to go from 
the child’s shoulders to his hips. Re- 
move the flaps and invert the carton. 

Cut out 8” circles in the top and sides 
of the carton for the head and arms to 
fit through. Paint the carton, as pic- 
tured, and then add the various details 
specified for each character. 


Drum Major 


Paint the carton, painting on all de- 
tails pictured. For the hat, tape pieces 
of colored paper together to make a 
tube, 12” high, to fit around the head. 
Make slits, 1” deep, around the top of 
the hat for tabs. Bend the tabs in and 
cover the top with a circle of colored 
paper, cut to fit. 

Cut a visor, as shown, from colored 
paper. Slit the back edge of the visor 
into tabs. Bend the tabs up and glue 
them inside the tube. 


Pioneer Man 

If there is no printing, the carton can 
be left its natural color. Otherwise, 
paint it. From crepe paper or brown pa- 
per bags, cut fringe to glue around the 
top and bottom edges of the carton. 
Also make paper fringe cuffs for the 
child’s wrists; tape them in place, 

For the coonskin cap, make a tube, 
5” high, as you did for the drum major’s 
hat. Cut a “tail” from colored paper and 
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A DRUM MAJOR to lead the parade. 


paint it to resemble fur. Glue the tail to 
the back of the cap. 


Colonial Man 


Paint the carton. For the cravat, glue 
two rows of ruffled facial tissue to the 
front of the carton. Glue crepe paper 
around the neck opening for a collar. 

For the brim of the tricorn hat, cuta 
15” circle from light weight cardboard. 
Cut out in the center so the brim fits 
down over the head. Glue pipe cleaners, 
as shown, to the top of the brim. Paint 
the brim. Bend up the sides of the brim 
to form the tricorn. For the crown, cut 
a circle of crepe paper to fit down over 
the top of the head. Glue the edges of 
the crown inside the brim. 

Tape ruffled cuffs, made from crepe 
paper, to the wrists. Wrap the pants legs 


around the legs just below the knees and 


tie in place with ribbons. Wear knee- 
high socks. Cut shoe buckles from foil 
pans and attach them to the shoes.

AN These sound effects are really 


revolutionary in two ways — they 
are original, and they recall 

many incidents in American history 
around the time of Independence, 


Sound effects are a lively addition to 
any skit or play. They make the action 
so much more realistic, yet can also be 
used for a humorous touch, too. Use 
these sound effects with the skit on 
page 34, or a Bicentennial program of 
your own. Experiment with other mate- 
rials to discover other sounds you might 
want to include. 

Drum Roll. Invert a garbage can lid 
on top of an empty garbage can. Use 
three drumsticks, such as light weight 
hammers or heavy sticks; hold two in 
one hand and one in the other. Hit the 
lid in an even-toned drum roll. 

Stamp Act. Have a few people stamp 
their feet several times. 

Marching Soldiers. Slightly crush two 
large pieces of heavy-weight kitchen 
foil. Holding a piece in each hand, rub 
them against each other, going in oppo- 
site directions. 

Washington at Valley Forge. This in- 
cludes several sounds: Reproduce the 
sound of breaking ice by crushing freez- 
er wrap or heavy paper. For wind, shake

a large piece of brown wrapping paper 
like a rug. Crush a piece of cellophane 
from a package of cookies or noodles 
for the crackling sound of a campfire. 

Sound of a Silver Dollar Being 
Thrown Across the Potomac. River. 
Have someone make a long, drawn-out 
“Whish, Whish, Whish” sound, and then 
plunk a coin in a large tin can. 

Ben Franklin Discovering Electricity. 
This sound effect also combines a few 
sounds: Create thunder with a cookie 
sheet. Grasp it at one end, placing your 
thumb on the underside. Shake the 
cookie sheet so it vibrates. Bang it 
against one knee for a loud clap of thun- 
der. For a crack of thunder, make a few 
Y%” holes in a foil pizza pan. Insert the 
top of an ice cream stick in one of the 
holes and pull it down across the pan, 
snapping it out of the hole. Use blinking 
flashlights for lightning. 

Horses. For the sound of hoofbeats, 
strike one small block of wood with an- 
other block, hitting alternate ends of 
the blocks together. ? 

Cannon Fire. Use an empty garbage 
can without its lid for this one. Hit the 
side of the can very hard with a hammer 
for each round of cannon fire. 


Dumping Tea in the Ocean. Hold the 
edge of a large poster board and shake it 
back and forth. ; 

Signing the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. Rub two pieces of sandpaper to- 
gether for the sound of a scratching 
quill pen. 

Liberty Bell. Invert a large metal 
wastebasket and strike it hard with a 
large spoon. For the sound of the Liber- 
ty Bell cracking, take a large sheet of 
brown wrapping paper and whack it 
with a fly swatter. 

Shot Heard ’Round the World. 
Stretch a rubber band around the center 
of a small foil pot pie pan. Pull out the 
rubber band from the bottom of the 
pan; then release it, so it snaps back.

NARRATOR: Just months later, delegates for the Thirteen Colonies signed the 
Declaration of Independence. (Delegates walk up to table and sign the paper, with 
sound effect. John Hancock does the same, but there is no sound.)

HANCOCK: I guess it didn’t have an itch! 

(Blackout) | 
NARRATOR: Where was the Declaration signed, you ask? Why, at the bottom,

Milk Cartons 


Milk cartons — plentiful and 
versatile — are great for recycling. 

A few snips, plus some glue and 
paint, and you'll soon have a unique 
collection of toys and novelties. 


Here are uses for all sizes of milk car- 
tons — uses to tickle your fancy and 
sense of fun. Use white glue for gluing. 
Use quick-drying enamel or acrylics for 
painting the items. 


Cowboy Bank 


He’ll round up coins after you make 
him from a half-gallon milk carton, 
cardboard, crepe paper and string. 

Open out the peaked top of the milk 
carton for the hat crown. Cut off the 
strip around the top that was glued to- 
gether, as shown. Refold the remaining 
peaked section slightly, as shown, and 
tape across the open top. Cut a piece of 


NECKERCHIEF 
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cardboard to fit over the opening; bend 
the cardboard piece along the center 
and glue it in place. 

For the brim, cut a piece of card- 
board, 714” x 8”; round the edges. Cut 
out the center to fit down over the 
crown, as shown. Glue the brim in place 
and curve the sides upward. 

On the milk carton below the hat, 
mark off 24” for the head and 1%” for 
the shirt. The remaining carton will be 
the trousers. Paint the various sections 
of the cowboy or cover him with paper. 
Add paper or painted features. 

Cut arms, 5” long, from cardboard 
Paint them or cover them with paper 
Fold '4” at the top of each arm fora tal 
and glue it to the body. Make a lariat 
from string and glue it to one hand. 

For the neckerchief, cut a strip of 
crepe paper, 3” x 24”. Taper the ends, 
as shown. For feet, cut a piece of card- 
board to fit the bottom of the body (so

'__ piece of cardboard, cut to fit and glued 
in place. 
Use the peaked section for the nose 
and mouth. Staple the top closed and 
ue it to the front of the head at the 
ottom, as pictured. Cut the ends of the 
pled strip into curves to shape the 
outh, Use your fingers to bend the 
edges of the mouth so the center por- 
tion forms a peak for the nose. Glue on 
a wad of clay for the nose. 
Paint the doggy, giving him soulful 
eyes. Cut floppy ears and a tongue from 
felt or colored paper; glue them on. 


Heady Planter 


To make a planter to brighten up the 
4 kitchen, use a half-gallon or quart-size 

| __ milk carton. Cut off the peaked section.

Toy Bus 

For playtime fun, make a bus with a 
half-gallon or quart-size milk carton, a 
cardboard roll from a coat hanger and 
heavy cardboard. 

Staple the top of the milk carton 
closed. Lay the carton on its side with 
the peaked end for the front of the bus. 
Cut sections of the coat hanger roll for 
axles. Make holes in the bottom of the 
bus to insert the axles. Cut wheels from 
cardboard. Make holes in the centers of 
the wheels to insert the ends of the 
axles. Glue the wheels in place. Paint 
the bus, adding windows, a door, and 
any other details. 


Toy Sailboat 


The kids will enjoy playing with this 
milk carton sailboat in the tub. All you 
need to make the sailboat is two milk 
cartons (any size), clay, a pencil, and a 
piece of plastic (such as from the side of 
a plastic bottle). 

For the hull, lay one carton on its 
side and cut off the shaded area shown. | 
The peaked end will be the back of the 
boat. For the front of the boat, use the 
peaked section and part of the sides of 
the second carton, cut as shown. Staple 
the peak closed. Cut 1%” slits on both 
sides, as shown, and fit it down over the 
hull. Paint the boat. 

Glue a wad of clay inside the boat. 
Insert one end of a pencil into the clay 
for a mast. Cut a sail from heavy plastic. 
Make a hole near the top and bottom of 
the sail and slide it over the mast.

Do you have a clock that doesn’t 
work anymore? Take it apart to see 
what makes it tick, and then 

make an unusual plaque from all 
the various pieces. 


It’s fun to tinker with an old clock, 
and even more fun if you make some- 
thing worthwhile from it. Just get the 
proper tools together — a long-nosed 
pliers, small screwdriver, wire clippers 
and a knife — and have a ball! 

The pictures shown were made from 
a small, round, manual alarm clock, 
about 3” high. Plan your design for the 
ornate clock plaque first; then use the 
leftover pieces to make a little figure. 

Use the tools to take the clock apart, 
using the knife to pry off the hands of 
the clock. 

Work on a piece of painted cardboard 
or wood for a backing. Arrange the 
pieces to ‘resemble an ornate, old- 
fashioned clock. When you have them as 


you want, you canhammersomeofthe — 


pieces into the background and glue 
others in place. (A tweezers is helpful 
for holding small pieces while you at- 
tach them.) To help glue pieces levelly, 
place a little cotton between the pieces 
and the backing.

I am interested in decorating goose 
eggs for jewelry cases. I have no infor- 
mation on this subject at all. (Mrs. Sara 
Wolfe, 501 S. Washington St., Warsaw, 
Ind. 46580) 

Goose eggs, duck eggs, chicken eggs — 
all can be used to make interesting jew- 
elry cases. Elaborately decorated with 
lace, ribbon, sequins, jewels, artificial 
flowers and tiny sea shells, they make 
wonderful gifts. 

First, blow out the egg. With a sharp 
needle, using a tapping motion, pierce 
small holes in both ends. Place one hole 
in the mouth and blow the contents of 
the egg into a bowl. 

To cut the shell in half, first put a 
rubber band around the egg to use as a 
guide for penciling a cutting line. Re- 
move the rubber band and cover the 
pencil line with transparent tape. Using 
a small pointed scissors, cut on the line 
through the tape and shell. Wash out 
and dry the shell thoroughly. Paint the 
shell, inside and out, with enamel. 

Cover the cut edges by gluing bias 
tape over them. For a hinge, sew an inch 
of the taped edges together. 

Glue a large button or curtain ring to 
the bottom of the egg for a base. Deco- 
rate as desired.
